Crashes in Flames—Smash- 
up So Complete That It 
Will Be Difficult to Ascer- 
tain Cause — Pilot Had 
Just Radioed ‘All’s Well.’

CHESTERTON, Ind., Oct. 11.— 
An all-metal twin-motored air liner, 
bound from New York to Chicago, 
crashed in flames at

Due to the complete breakup of 
the plane and the wide area over 
which the wreckage was strewn, 
any attempt to discover the cause 
fthe wreck will be difficult. The 
ir line officers said that a few min- 
utes before the crash the plane had 
sent a message saying all was well. 
The scene of the crash is a 
wooded patch on the farm of James 
Smiley in the Gary sahd dune re- 
gion, within a few feet of a gravel 


road. The explosion brought near- 
by residents to their doors and 
many of them saw the blazing plane 


Miss Esther Stroup, a teacher liv- 
ing at the Smiley farm, said an ex- 
losion was followed -by a flash in 
the sky. With others she ran across 
fields to the burning wreckage but 
Was powerless to help the persons 
who were milling about in the cabin 
ying to save themselves. 

Some estimated the ship was 
ébout 1000 feet up at the time of 
the explosion and one witness said 
be could hear the throbbing of the 
Motor as the ship fell, leading offi- 
tals to believe that one of the 
motors or gasoline tanks exploded 
and that Pilot Tarrant was at- 
empting desperately to make 
tlanding. His body was thrown 
thout 50 feet from the main part 
: the plane and his face was hadly 
ured.

New Issue of 12-Year

Securities to Be Issued

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The 
Treasury today issued a call for 
'| $1,875,000,000 of the fourth Liberty 
Loan bond issue. 

The issue totals more than $6,- 
000,000,000, at the same time a new 
issue of 12-year bonds was an- 
nounced. 

Of the new bonds, $500,000,000 will 
be offered for cash at a price of 
$101%. Others will be issued in 


exchange for bonds of the fourth 
Liberty Loan. | 

The new bonds will bear interest 
at 4% per cent for the first year 
and 3% per cent thereafter. 

A drawing was held late today 
to determine just which serial num- 
bers would be the bonds called. 
They will be announced later. 

The bonds now are drawing in- 
terest at the rate of 4% per cent, 
a total of $266,390,000 a year. 


BLUE EAGLE AWAY 
FROM 3 CONCERNS 


Beauty Shop and Market in 
New. Rochelle, Restaur- 
ant in Gary Accused of 


Violations.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—The 
NRA today ordered withdrawn the 
Blue Eagle insignia from two em- 
ployers of New Rochelle, N. Y., for 
alleged willful violation of the 
President’s re-employment agree- 
ment. 

Tolegrams were sent to Miss B. 
Wilmer, proprietor of a beauty shop, 
and Maurice Rapoport, manager of 
a market, ordering them to surren- 
der their Blue Eagles to the New 
Rochelle Postmaster immediately. 

The action followed removal of 
the eagle from a restaurant at Gary, 
iInd., yesterday, the first disciplinary 
instance of this kind undertaken by 
NRA. 2 


The alleged violators, it was said 
at NRA headquarters, ignored 
warnings based on complaints made, 
by employes who charged that 
maximum . hours and minimum 
wages provisions of the presidential. 
agreement were being violated 
flagrantly. 

In the case of the beauty shop, 
affidavits filed with the New 
Rochelle Compliance Board stated 
the owner had boosted prices 50 
per cent, attributing the increase 
to the Blue Eagle, but had actual- 
ly increased her overhead by $2 a 
week, bringing the wages of her 
two girl employes to $9 a week. 

Rapoport was charged in an uf- 
fidavit with compelling an employe 
to work 12 to 13 hours daily dur- 
ing the week and 16 or 17 hours on 
Fridays and Saturdays for $16 a 
week. Other charges also were 
made against him. 

Announcing the withdrawals, Ad- 
ministrator Johnson re-emphasized 
instructions to compliance boards 
that every precaution be taken to 
prevent the identity of complaining 
employes from becoming known to 
alleged violators. 

Last night Johnson ordered the 
Blue Eagle taken from Theodore 
G. Rahutis, restaurant owner of 
Gary, Ind. 

Rahutis was charged with viola- 
ting minimum wage and hour pro- 
visions of the President’s re-em- 
ployment agreement and with re- 
fusing to explain his actions to the 
local NRA Board. Johnson ordered 
him to surrender any NRA insignia 
in his posséssion to the Postmaster 
at Gary and to cease using it wm 
advertising. 
In Gary Rahutis 
had violated the code, and said 
that his establishment had been 
operating on a basis more favora- 
ble to employes than required.

State Is 33d to Repudiate 
N a ti onal Prohibition— 
Not One County in the 


Dry Column.

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Oct. 11.— 
Florida voted more than 4 to 1 yes- 
terday for ratification of the pro- 
posed twenty-first amendment to 
the United States Constitution re- 
pealing the prohibition amendment. 

Florida is the thirty-third state to 
vote for repeal. Only three more 
are necessary to erase prohibition 
from the Constitution. 

The count from 1027 precincts of 
1272, with virtually every big city 
accounted for, was: 89,018 for re- 
peal, 21,775 against. 

The tabulation indicated that 
probably not more than a third of 
the electorate went to the polls. 

The vote in counties with larger 
cities, almost complete, was: Jack- 
sonville, Duval County, 11,485 for 
repeal, 1184 against: Tampa, Hills- 
borough County, 10,983 for repeal, 
1393 against; Miami, Dade County, 
10408 for repeal, 1871 against; St. 

ersburg, Pinellas County, 3963 
for repeal, 1782 against; West Palm 
Beach, Palm Beach County, 3798 
for repeal, 619 against; Orlando, Or- 
ange County, 2887 for repeal, 1297 
against. 

The election was to name 67 dele- 
gates to a ratification convention 
in Tallahasse Nov. 14 to cast the 
State’s official ballot. 

The vote tabulation thus far does 
not show one county against repeal 
Six states—Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky, North and South Caro- 
lina and Utah—will vote Nov. 7. If 
three of these so decide, repeal may 
be proclaimed not later than Dec. 6, 
the date of the last of the ratifica- 
tion conventions in these states. 
The 33 states which have voted 
for repeal are: Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Florida, Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Mary- 
land Massachusetts, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Missouri, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mex- 
ico, New York, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont, 
Virginia, Washington, West Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming.

Indorses Plan, Calls for 
Code Revision to Fit New 
Schedule. 


GREEN DECLARES

Thinks Nation Is Turning to 
Idea as Unemployment 
Solution-— Warning on 
Inter-Union Rows.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
30-hour work week without reduc- 
tion of pay was indorsed by a 
unanimous vote today by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor conven- 
tion. 

The federation’s executive com- 
mittee was instructed to fight for 
revision of every industrial code to 
contain a provision for the six-hour 
day and five-day week. 

The report of the committee on 
shorter hours declared the 30-hour 
work week was the only means of 
overcoming the unemployment 
problem and ending the depression. 

Tribute was paid to President 
Roosevelt for his “rare courage and 
clear vision” in instituting the NRA. 

“Society must adapt itself to the 
new social and economic situation 
to offset the efficiency of machinery 
and production—or accept the con- 
sequences,” the report stated. 

“The Real Remedy.” 

President William Green, after 
adoption of the report, declared the 
action was of “transcendent impoi- 
tance.” 

“Machinery has virtually reached 
perfection and consequently we 
have a vast army of unemploy- 
ment,” said Green. “We may zigzaz 
here and zigzag there, but we are 
inevitably moving toward the six- 


“It ;must come. The American 
Federation of Labor is offering the 
nation the real remedy. The ec> 
nomic situation calls for buying 
power to be in advance of produc- 
tion. The 30-hour work week cre 
ates buying power.” 


Law Proposed Fixing Hours. 


The convention recommended 
that if the executive council were 
unable to achieve the 30-hour week, 
it then should seek congressional 
enactment of a compulsory six-hcur 
day, five-day week with guarantees 
against reduction in wages. 

A resolution calling for the same 
work week among Government em- 
ployes was adopted. 


The convention yesterday voted to 
uphold a decision of its executive 
council in a dispute between brew- 
ery workers and teamsters, engi- 
neers, firemen. The vote agreeing 
that firemen, teamsters and engi- 
neers should belong to trade unions, 
instead of the brewery union, was 
two to one, but the result seemed. 
in doubt until Daniel J. Tobin, 
representing the teamsters, made 
this statement: “Unless we have 
the courage to settle such disputes 
as this, the Government will do it 
for us. I ask that you submit to 
the executive council’s decision 
even though it is adverse, or we 
may have some one else doing the 
deciding.” 

Delegates Ask Questions. 
Some of the delegates asked To- 
bin: “What made you say that? 
What have you heard?” Tobin dic 
not elaborate, but indications to- 
day were that he had been talking 
with Edward McCrady, Assistant 
Secretary of Labor. 


An ultimatum already has been 
delivered to two unions—carpen- 
ters and ironworkers—which have 
halted construction work on the 
Justice Department Building in 
the capital with an argument over 
which should install radiator en- 
closures. 


“I have told Labor,” said Me- 
Crady, “that unless the unions set- 
tle that dispute between them- 
selves, and settle it quickly, we will 
go to Congress when it convenes in 
January and ask power for the 
Government to make the decision 
in cases involving Federal buildings. 
Payrolis, Job Tied Up. 

“That, of course, would conati- 
tute a precedent for the Govern- 
ment later in asking the power to 
handle all such cases, whether they 
involve Government buildings or 
not, so long as it disrupts business 
generally.”

WIFE OF KELLY 
TAKES STAND IN 
NIDNAPING TRIAL

Tells of Being at Home of 
Grandmother When Hus- 
band and Bates Arrived 
With . Victim. 

SAYS SHE WANTED 
-URSCHEL RELEASED 


Testifies She Was Told to 
Keep Her Mouth Shut and 
Was Threatened by 
Mate.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Oct. 11. 
—Kathryn Kelly, 29-year-old wife 
of George R. (Machine Gun) Kelly, 
took the witness stand in her own 
behalf in Federal Court today to 
answer the Government’s charge 
that she participated in the $200,000 
Charles F. Urschel kidnaping. 

The slim, redhaired Mrs. Kelly 
was smartly attired in a black skirt 


and a black satin waist, with a 
black bow at the neck. She wore 
a small black hat, black pumps 
and sheer stockings. 

Kathryn was the second defense 
witness. Her’ 14-year-old. daughter 
by a former marriage, Pauline 
Frye, had preceded her to a stand 
for a few moments of testimony in 
her mother’s defense. The Govera- 
ment had rested its case a few 
minutes before. 

In a clear, sharp voice Mrs. Kelly 
told of being at the home of hei 
grandfather, T. M. Coleman, at 
Stratford, Ok., when Kelly took a 
kidnaped man to the place. 

Names Kelly and Bates. 

“I told Grandma Coleman about 
it and she said they would have to 
clear out with the man,” said Mrs. 
Kelly. * " 

Kelly and Albert Bates left in a 
car with the abducted man and 
took him to the ranch of Mr. and 
Mrs. R. G. Shannon at Paradise, 
Tex. Mrs. Shannon is Mrs. Kelly’s 
mother. | 

She said that after Kelly and 
Bates left with the kidnaped man 
she went to the Shannon farm. 
Turning to the jurors, she said: 
“IT found my mother greatly wor- 
ried because Kelly and Bates had 
brought the kidnaped man to their 
home. My step-daddy was greatly 
disturbed, too. I did my best to con- 
sole them. They were very much 
put out.” 

She told of having a conversation 
with Kelly “near the bar” at the 
Shannon place about the kidnaped 
man. She detailed the following 
conversation with Kelly: 
“~ said to Kelly, what is going 
on? He said they had a kidnaped 
man, that was all. I said you are 
going to get a lot of people in trou- 
ble. 
“TI said, ‘Release this man.’ He 
told me it was none of my business 
and to keep out of it. He threat- 
ened me if I did not keep my mouth 
shut.” 
Spectators milling in the corri- 
dors caused so much disturbance 
that Federal Judge Vaught ordered 
the corridors cleared. 

Tells of Money. 
Mrs. Kelly told of being in Minne- 
apolis with Kelly after Urschel had 
been released on the payment of. 
$200,000 ransom. — 
“I came in after doing some shop- 
ping,” she testified. “He had a 
lot of money on the bed. He said 
to me, ‘Did you ever see $100,000 
before?’” , 
She said she did not know what 
became of the money. 
The witness told how Kelly had 
taken her to many places when 
they were fugitives. In their flight 
they went to Chicago, Minneapoils, 
San Antonio, Tex.; Coleman, Tex., 
and Memphis, Tenn. 
“Have you ever written a threat- 
ening letter to anyone?” Attorney 
Roberts asked. “No, sir.” 
Roberts asked if she had written 
any letters while she and Kelly 
were in Chicage, She said yes— 
“one.”

Changes from Time to Time, 
As the school expanded, addi- 
tions were built at various times, 
but the whole was replaced in 1883 
by the structure now being demol- 
ished. Of “modern” Gothic archi- 
tecture with sandstone trimming 
and a 100-foot spire, it was then 
the most imposing structure in 
southern ‘'t. Louis. Sycamore trees 
were planted on the grounds and 
now give the site a park-like aspect. 
A bronze statue of Martin Luther, 
which stood on a granite pedestal 
south of the main entrance, has 
been removed to the new campus.

FASTERN MISSOUR 
PAYS $993,976 IN 
PROCESSING TAXES 


Total Up to Sept. 30 on 
Cotton and Wheat—$1,- 
347,000 Due on Former 
for Period. 


Collections of the new Federal 
processing tax, on cotton and 
wheat, in the eastern district of 
Missouri up to Sept. 30, amounted 
to $993,926.59, Collector Becker an- 
nounced today. The wheat tax went 
into effect July 9, that on cotton 
Aug. 1. : 

In addition, $1,347,000 is due on 
cotton for the pexrsod named. The 
Government is accepting quarterly 
payments of processing taxes. Eight 
deputies were added to the Col- 
lector’s force to handle this work. 

Of the amount collected, $740,- 
087.47 is on cotton, and $253,889.12 
on wheat.. The cotton processing 
tax was levied against manufactur- 
ers of cotton goods, and against 
wholesale and retail dry goods 
firms, on such goods on hand at 
the time the tax went into effect. 
The latter is known as the floor 
tax, and after it has been collected, 
the only levy will be against the 
manufacturers. The wheat tax, in 
the same manner, was levied 
against millers and, at the outset, 
wholesale and retail food dealers. 

The processing tax on tobacco 
went into effect Oct. 1, and that on 
hogs will become effective Nov. 1. 
Considering the size of the tobacco 
manufacturing industry here, Col- 
lector Becker thinks it possible that 
the annual collections on the proc- 
essing tax will exceed those under 
the income tax, which this year 
will be about $12,000,000 for the dis- 
trict.

Indictments charging Dr. Otto J.

FATALY SHOT BY 
ARKANSAS PASTOR 


Slayer Asserts He Fired in 
Self-Defense, When He 
Tried to Take Over Tab- 
ernacle.

JONESBORO, Ark., Oct. 11—A 
murder charge was filed today by 
Deputy Prosecutor Tadlock against 
the Rev. Dale S. Crowley today fol- 
lowing the death of J. W. MacMur- 
dro, 65-year-old janitor, who was 
shot by the minister late yesterday 
at the Jonesboro Baptist taber- 
nacle, scene of intermittent disturb- 
ances for several months. 


MacMurdro, shot three times in 
what he declared was “cold blood,” 
and’ what the minister said was 
self-defense, died at 8:40 a. m. 

Crowley, who surrendered imme- 
diately after the shooting which 
marked his return to the tabernacle 
to take charge as legal pastor un- 
der a court order, was held in a jail 
in another city for safekeeping. 


Says Victim Fired First. 

Crowley, whose dispute with the 
Rev. Joe Jeffers, militant evange- 
list, and the latter’s followers over 
the pastorate of the tabernacle pre- 
cipitated a series of disturbances 
that led recently to the padlocking 
of the huge church building, said 
he shot McMurdro after the latter 
had fired at him. MacMurdro de- 
nied he fired a shot. 

Crowley recently won a decision 
in Chancery Court which recognized 
him as the legal pastor and re- 
strained Jeffers’ group from inter- 
fering with Crowley’s tabernacle 
activities. 

The shooting followed Crowley’s 
orders to MacMurdro to leave the 
tabernacle, where he had been act- 
ing as janitor while the Jeffers fac- 
tion was in possession. Crowley 
said that after he had ordered Mac- 
Murdro to leave, he (Crowley) start,, 
ed out the door of the pastor’s 
study, and MacMurdro shot at him. 
L. H. Kayre, companion of Crowley, 
struck MacMurdro’s arm with a 
cane, causing the shot to go wild, 
Crowley said. 

MacMurdro’s pistol was picked up 
by women who had gathered at the 
tabernacle and officers did not an- 
nounce whether any shot had been 
fired from it.

CALIFORNIA STRIKE 


Two Mexicans Shot to 
Death When Ranchers 
Fire on Meeting of Em- 
ployes at Pixley.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11— 


Three persons were killed and at 
least 12 injured in strike areas of 


the San Joaqtin Valley yesterday. 
Delfino Davila, Mexican Govern- 
ment consular representative at 
Tulare, an dDolores Hernandez, a 
striker, were killed and seven per- 
sons, one a Negro woman, wound- 
ed when ranchers allegedly fired on 
a meeting of striking cotton pick- 
ers at Pixley, Tulare oCunty. War- 
rants charging murder were issued 
by authorities for 11 ranchers. 
The other fatality was at Arvin, 
south of Bakersfield, where a strik- 
ing cotton picker was fatally shot 
in a clash between strikers and non- 
strikers, a fight which officers 
broke up with tear gas bombs. Five 
other men were injured and six per- 
sons, one a woman, arrested. . 
Cotton growers demanded a group 
of strikers near the town of Wasco 
return to work or leave the region. 
The fight near Arvin followed. The 
growers had held a meeting at 
Wasco and voted to proceed with 
picking cotton wherever possible. 
The strikers were represented at 
this meeting but could not agree 
with the growers over wages. 
Officials at Corcoran in Kings 
County ascribed the death of 3 
months-old Jennie Roque to malnu- 
trition and exposure and Mrs. W. D. 
Drennan, County Hospital official, 
said 12 other persons were suffer- 
ing similarly in camps of cotton 
pickers who are striking for higher 
wages. Aboyt 10,000 cotton and let- 
tuce workers are on strike.

WASHINGTON, Oct. i1—The 
Public Works Adm nistration today 
allotted $24,846,611 to 27 non-Fed- 
eral projects in 19 states, which of- 
ficials said would provide i76,000 
man-months of quick employment. 

The administration also granted 
Texas $2,670,000 to relieve unemploy- 
ment and suffering as a result of 
drouth, to be expended in an $8, 
900,000 drouth relief highway con- 
struction program. The rest of the 
amount—$6,230,000— will be placed 
at the disposal of the Texas High- 
way Department by tke Federal 
Emergmcy Relief Administration. 

Included in the works to be built 
out of the 27 non-Federal allot- 
ments were waterworks, sewage 
systems, bridges, streets and high- 
ways, local government and school 
buildings, electric light plants, res- 
ervoirs, dormitories and other local 
works. 

One of the largest of the loans 
and grants was one of $8,000,000 to 
the Chicago Sanitary District to 
complete five contracts let by t he 
district in 1931 and on which work 
Was suspended because of lack of 
funds. 

Other allotments included Cen- 
tral Point, Mo. (grant), school 
building, $700; Salt Lake City, Utah 
(loan and grant), general city im- 
provements, $2,500,000.

Rejects Proposal for United 
States Aid in Erecting 
New Buildings. 


A resolution favoring a school 
bond issue to pay for needed new 
school buildings, with the help of 
Federal public works grants, was 
defeated by the Board of Educa- 
tion last night by a vote of 9 to 2. 

Henry P. Schroeder, author of 
the resolution, was told by Dr. Da- 
vid C. Todd, president, that the 
proposal could be renewed at next 
month’s meeting. Schroeder is 
likely to bring it up again then. 
Several members voting against the 
resolution explained they wanted 
further information. 

Dr. Todd told reporters the ques- 
tion of taking advantage of the op- 
portunity to obtain Federal grants 
had béen under consideration. Last 
night’s debate was the board’s first 
public discussion of the subject. 
Schroeder’s resolution coming as a 
surprise to his colleagues. Dr. Todd 
announced that further discussions 
would be held. He asked the board’s 
attorney, Emmet T. Carter, who is 
going to Washington, to inquire as 
to the last possible date for apply- 
ing for Federal aid. The Public 
Works Administration has an- 
nounced Jan. 1 as the last date at 
Washington and about ec. 1 as the 
last date at the State office, where 
requests must be filed first. . 

Could Avert Immediate Tax. 

Attention of board members was 
called to the possibility that a Fed- 
eral grant amounting to 30 per cent 
of the cost of labor and materials 
on buildings might be used to meet 
interest and principal payments on 
a bond issue for the first several 
years. Such an arrangement would 
avert the need for a tax to support 
the bonds for the time being. 

The resolution cited the need for 
two new high schools and a Negro 
vocational school and replacement 
of three or more grade school build- 
ings which are 60 to 70 years old. 
Schroeder argued that a bond issue, 
plus Federal aid, would provide 


needed employment and support 


the national recovery program. He 
was interrogated by Richard Mur- 
phy, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, who announced afterward 
that he was against a bond issue. 


In reply to Murphy, Schroeder ex- 


pressed belief the people would 
vote a bond issue, to mature in 25 
to 50 years. 


Some members expressed fear the 
board could not meet the cost of 


maintaining additional schools. 
Schroeder disagreed on this. Dr. 


Solon Cameron was the only mem- 
ber besides Schroeder voting for 


the resolution. Ben Weidle was ab- 
sent. However, several members, 
explaining their votes, left the way 
open to reconsider.

were re-elected president and vice- 
president, respectively, without op- 
position, as forecast in last Satur- 
day’s Post-Dispatch.

FRENCH SABER MADE 
FOR WASHINGTON IS 
GIVEN TO ROOSEVELT 


Presentation of Weapon to 
First U. S. President Pre- 
vented by His Death.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received yesterday 
a token of friendship from France 
in the form of a saber of honor 
which was ordered by French Vol- 
unteers for George Washington bu 


never presented because of the 
death of the nation’s first Presi- 
dent. 

In accepting the sabes from Gen. 
de Chambrun, a descendant of La- 
fayette, Roosevelt said he would 
hang it, together with a letter of 
transmittal from Premier Daladier 
of France, beneath the portrait of 
Washington in the White House. 

Gen. de Chambrun, a brother-in- 
law of the late Speaker Longworth, 
was accompanied to the executive 
mansion by Andre de Laboulaye, 
the French Ambassador. 

Gen. de Chambrun was French 
Commissioner to the American Le- 
gion convention in Chicago and in- 
vited the American veterans’ organ- 
ization to hold another of its annual 
meetings in Paris. 

President Roosevelt waved the 
saber several times today when re- 
porters got too inquisitive at their 
weekly press conference. 

“Hand me that sword,” the Pres- 
ident said when one newspaper man 
asked for his views on the mone- 
tary situation. 


HITLER DOESN'T WANT 
OLD GERMAN COLONIES 


Instead Reich Looks to Rus- 
sia and Border States for 
Territory, He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11. — An 
abridged English translation of 
Chancellor Hitler’s autobiographical 
book, entitled “Mein Kampf” (“My 
Battle”), was issued here today. 
In it the German Chancellor says: 
“If the German nation is to stop 
the rot which threatens Europe, 
it must not fall into the errors of 
the pre-war period and make ene- 
mies of God and the world, but it 


ous opponents are so as to strike 
at them with all its concentrated 
force.” 

Breathing the spirit of German 
Nationalism, the late chapters de- 
clare that Hitler’s government has 
no desire to see Germany’s pre-war 
colonies restored. Such is a course, 
it is indicated, would react on the 
Aryan purity of the German race. 
But on the thesis that “nothing 
but sufficient space on the earth 
insures freedom of existence to a 
nation,” Hitler says that Germany 
must look to new lands in Europe, 
and adds: “When we talk of new 
lands in Europe we are ‘bound to 
think first of Russia and her border 
states.” 

Hitler thinks the Soviet Union is 
bound to collapse because “the Jew 
has taken the place of the German 
element” which he credits with 
having created the pre-war Rus- 
sion state. 

The frontiers of 1914 mean little 
to Hitler’s foreign policy. “They 
were no protection in the past, nor 
would they mean strength in the 
future,” he says. Boundaries are, 
in fact, “made and altered by hu- 
man agency alone,” and “the 
strength of the conqueror consti- 
tutes the right to possess.” 

So he says. “Just as our fore- 
fathers did not receive the land in 
which we live as a present from 
heaven, but had to fight with their 
lives for it, so in future nothing will 
grant us land and life for our nation 
except the power of a victorious 
sword.” 

Hitler regards England as “really 
but the great capital city of the 
British World Empire;” he cites the 
United States, Russia and China as 
examples of inclosed national areas, 
and says that France is building up 
a similar inclosure “from the Rhine 
to the Congo,” filled with a race 
that is constantly becoming more 
mixed. 

The book’s opening sentences en- 
unciate Hitler's doctrine of “an- 


?schlués,” or union, of Austria and 


Germany. 

Hitler’s anti-semitism is traced 
back to his late ‘teens in Vienna. 
Attaining an early distaste. for 
Marxist Socialism because he con- 
sidered it futile. He says he found 
Jews predominant in that move- 
ment, also in art, literature and the 
drama, all of which he considefed 
decadent, and so “I gradually be- 
gan to hate them.”

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MORTGAGE MEN 
DISCUSS THEIR 
REALTY PROBLEM 


What to Do About Proper- 
ties Taken on Foreclosures 
With Price Depreciated, 
Is the Question. 


Mortgage bankers who have found 
themselves in the rea] estate busi- 
ness because of unprecedented de- 
faults and foreclosures are taking 
stock of their new situation at the 
twentieth annual convention of the 
Mortgage Bankers’ Association of 
America, being held at Hotel Stat- 
ler. 


The meeting, which began yester- 
day, will close tonight with a ses- 
sion at which William F. Stevenson, 
chairman of the board of the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank will speak. 
A proposed NRA code for mortgage 
bankers will be presented at that 
session. 

How to handle farm properties 
acquired in foreclosure or threat- 
ened with foreclosure was discussed 
today by Hudson Burr, Blooming- 
ton, Ill., and the handling of urban 
properties was considered yesterday 
by H. F. Whittle, Minneapolis, 
Minn. 

No Market for Mortgages. 

Whittle said that mortgage men 


jhad found after 30 years or more 


in that business that there was no 
market for their mortggaes and 
that they were continually acquir- 
ing through foreclosure real estate 
for which there was a depressed 
market. He advised them, how- 
ever, not to be unduly alarmed, 
that real estate had long been a 
profitable business, and that the 
thing for them to do was to adapt 
their organization to it. 

Almost all mortgage loans on 
farms, Burr said, represented po- 
tential farms which might have t> 
be operated by the lender. He ad- 
vised the use of trained inspectors 
to visit the farms and counsel the 
owners in how to operate them to 
the best advantage. 

One of the factors which led to 
this great increase in foreclosures 
—the speculative mortgage loans 
made a few years ago—was dis- 
cussed today by James W. Collins 
of Salt Lake City, and by L. A. 
McLean of Louisville. 

Speaking on the sources and 
availability of funds for mortgage 
investment, McLean said a return 
to normal conditions should bring 
marked improvement, but that 
funds would not be lent wit’. the 
same abandon as in the last dec- 
ade. 

“Business Discredited.” 

The investing public, he said, has 
had a bitter and costly experience 
with mortgage bonds and certifi- 
cates and it is not likely that large 
houses of issue will again be promi- 
nent in the mortgage business for 
some years. “This type of business,” 
he said, “has been almost complete- 
ly discredited. Furthermore, a 
careful study of the Securities Act 
of 1933 will prove convincing that 
the free and easy method of dis- 
tributing participations in large, 
excessive and sometimes poorly se- 
lected mortgage loans has been ef- 
fectively hobbled.” 

Protection became a minor con- 
sideration with the high pressure 
mortgage promoters of a few years 
ago, Collins said, and they were 
controlled chiefly by the prospect 
of collecting commissions. Many 
loans were made, he said, which 
represented more than 100 per cent 
of the value of the property. 

Even in that period, Collins said, 
sound mortgage bankers limited 
themselves ta conservative loans, 
secured by the home or business of 
the borrower, and these have not 
shown large losses, but are still re- 
garded as desirable investments. 

New Government Activities. 

McLean and George H. Patter- 
son, secretary of the association, 
referred to the new Government ac- 
tivities in the credit business. The 
relationship between Government 
and business in the past, Patterson 
said, was largely regulatory, but 
hereafter the Government will not 
merely restrain certain actions, but 
will require business to take certain 
positive steps, and may undertake 
to do much of the business itself. 

Events have proved, McLean said, 
that mortgage men would be better 
off had they not opposed formation 
of the Home Loan Discount Bank, 
but sought to modify it so that they 
could share in its advantages. 

There is not the slightest possi- 
bility that the bank may be abol- 
ished under existing conditions, he 
said. In the new Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation he saw a threat 
to the continued existence of pri- 
vate mortgage banking. 


Head of Assembly Declares 
in Closing Address That 
World Has Started Eco- 


nomic Recovery. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Oct. 11—Charles te 
Water, president o? the League of 
Nations Assembly, told the four- 
teenth session of the Assembly 
shortly before it was adjourned to- 
day that the will to live had as- 
serted itself among the nations of 
the world. 

The Assembly had been in ses- 
sion since Sept. 25. 

“Defeatism is being defeated by 
those powers the innate recovery 
of which many of us insufficiently 
discounted in our gloomy prog- 
noses,” the president, who is South 
African High Commissioner in Lon- 
don, declared. 

“The straitjacket in which the 
world has been shackled since the 
great war has been burst,” te Wa- 
ter added, “and an era of economic 
restoration has begun.” 

Then he praised the efforts of 
the countries to obtain national re- 
generation and, alluding to disarm- 
ament, predicted that peace was as- 
sured “if the leaders of the great 
powers chamge their policies from 
fear and resentment to a policy of 
generosity.” 

The president’s closing speech 
was of a far different tone than 
that delivered on the opening day 
by Johan Mowinckel, Premier of 
Norway. On that day, the Nor- 
wegian delegate startled the Assem- 
bly with a warning that wars im- 
pended and urged drastic action to- 
ward disarmament. 

The assembly adopted many re- 
ports showing progress has been 
achieved in social domains, like the 
abolition of slavery and the fight 
against narcotics, and went on rec- 
ord with the view that the world 
economic conference had not yet 
completed its work. 

The League acquired strength by 
the return of Argentina, which was 
elected to the council. Australia, 
Denmark and Portugal also were 
elected to that group. 

Referring to Argentina’s return 
to the League, te Water said it 
is in the times of difficulty and 
depression that institutions, like 
men, learn to know true friendr. 


44-HOUR WEEK ADOPTED 
BY BRITISH CHEMICAL PLANTS 


Agreement With Employes Indi- 
cates Other Imrortant Groups 
Will Follow NRA Plan. 
LONDON, Oct. 11.—The adop- 
tion of the 44-hour week along the 
lines of the NRA in important sec- 
tions of the British industrial 
world, without reductions of wages, 
was foreshadowed today by the an- 
nouncement of an agreement of 
the Amalgamated Engineering Un- 
ion with the Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries. 
The agreement will affect more 
than 6000 employes of Stockton-on- 
Tees. 
Similar developments are expect- 
ed from negotiations of the ship- 
building and the engineering trade 
unions with their employers. 
The unions desire a conference 
with the employers because the de- 
mand for a 44-hour week, it was 
stated, was growing in labor ranks. 
This was regarded a means of re- 
lieving unemployment. 
The engineering and shipbuild- 
ing employers heretofore have tak- 
en the view that the proposal was 
unsound and could not be applied 
nationally in view of foreign com- 
petition.

GERMANS BLOGK MOVE 
FOR JEWS IN LEAGUE 


Force Rejection of Resolution 
Defining Groups Entitled to 
Minority Rights. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Oct. 11.—-Germany won 
a victory on the Jewish question 
today in forcing the League of Na- 
tions Assembly to reject a clause 
in a resolution that German dele- 
gates thought was aimed directly 
at their Government’s treatment of 
Jews. 

As adopted, the measure. ex- 
pressed the hope that all countries, 
regardless of whether they signed 
treaties relating to minority groups, 


their minorities. 


Minorities were defined as in- 
cluding all racial, linguistic and 
religious classes without exception. 

An Assembly rule requiring 
unanimous approval for such meas- 
ures gave the Germans the win- 
ning hand. 

When President Te Water put 
the resolution, previously adopted 
by the League Political Commis- 
sion, to a vote, the German dele- 
gate, Friedrich von Kellar, joined 
in approving the first section, but 
his objection to the latter part 
caused its rejection. 

The resolution in its final form 
reaffirmed the Assembly’s recom- 
mendation in 1922 that all states 
treat “racial, religious and lin- 
guistic minorities” with “justice 
and tolerance.” 

The discarded clause would have 
put the Assembly on record as 
considering the term “minorities” 
to include “all classes of nationals 
of a state that differ from the 


should extend treaty benefits to’ 


majority of the population in race, 
language and religion.” 

The Germans throughout the 
commission’s discussions contended 
that Jews in Germany do not con- 
stitute a minority. 


BRITISHeJAPANESE TRADE WAR 
CAUSES TEXTILE FIRM CRASH 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Failure of 
the big textile firm of Currimbhoy, 
Ibrahim & Sons in Bombay yester- 
day is regarded in Wall street as 
perhaps deeply significant, in view 
of the trade war between Great 
Britain and Japan which has de- 
veloped in the East as a result of 
Japanese inroads into the British 
cotton goods trade in India. 

Export of cotton goods by the 
Lancashire cotton textile trade was 
surpassed by Japan this year for 
the first time in history. Sale of 
Japanese goods in both British and 
Dutch territory in tle Far East 
has become decidedly disturbing to 
both London and Amsterdam.

The first meeting was held yes 
terday with Leith-Ross assisted by 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British Am- 
bassador here, and T. K. Bewley, 
economic advisor to the British Em- 
bassy. For the United States, Un- 
dersecretary Dean Acheson of the 
Treasury was the principal spokes- 
man. His aids were Frederick Live- 
sey, assistant advisor to the State 
Department, and Daniel W. Bell, 
commissioner of accounts and de- 
posits in the Treasury. 

The British Argument. 

After the conference, Acheson 
met newspaper men and described 
what had taken place. As Acheson 
outlined it, the British argument 
took the following course: 

Sir Frederick stressed that the 
British Government made extensive 
purchases of American goods dure 
ing the war, amounting roughly ta 
more than $12,000,000,000 before 
America entered the conflict. 

He went over the sources from

An Argument for Inflation. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

BELIEVE there will be no permanent 
[ relief for industry, labor or the farmer 
without a moderate expansion of the cur- 
rency. The day of so much credit busi- 
ness, I believe, is past, and I trust for the 
good of us all. Credit was expanded until 
it burst, yet there are still advocates 
of the same old policy. If credit is 
expanded without inflation, what hope is 
there for the debtor ever to pay? If more 
money were available, it would certainly 
be easier to get credit. We have come to 
distrust banks and credit, so it is neces- 
sary to have much more money in order 
to transact our tremendous volume of 
businéss, 

Inflation would doubtless cause sorne 
immediate inequalities, but these could be 
eliminated. I am certain that inflation 
could not cause the misery and suffering 
that the opposite extreme has caused, In- 
flation would make it possible for debtors 
to meet their obligations, and it would 
be better for creditors to be paid in de- 
preciated currency than to receive noth- 
ing at all. Our tax and interest rates are 
based upon a much higher price level 
than we have at present. It is true that 
we cannot “get something for nothing” 
by inflation, and that inflation is a form 
of taxation upon the money-holders. But 
the money-holdérs are the very ones who 
should bear the brunt of producing better 
times. Can we create prosperity by trying 
to squeeze it out of those who have noth- 
ing? Shall we continue taking from him 
who hath not and giving to him that 
hath? ELVIN WAGNER.

Within the next two years, the State of Missouri 
will spend approximately $26,200,000 on highways. If 
the Legislature undertakes a special highway pro- 
gram of public works, this total may be increased. 

There has already been allocated to the State from 
the earmarked highway fund in the $3,300,000,000 
public wotks appropriation, $12,180,000. All of this 
money will be spent during this year and next. There 
also remains $10,000,000 from the $75,000,000 voted by 
the State in 1928. The annual receipts from gas and 
auto taxes are about $20,000,000. Interest and ma- 
turity upon the road bonds are about $7,800,000 a 
year. Thus, the State will have for roads in the next 
two years not less than $26,200,000. While Missouri 
has spent more in a year when road-building was at 
its height, this sum is very large at a time when the 
road system of the State is practically built. 

We feel sure that the Missouri Highway Commis- 
sion will view its opportunity through the spectacles 
of time to come. Nothing is plainer than that the 
automobile will multiply and that the highways must 
be wider. No other industry has repelled the depres- 
sion as the automobile industry has repelled it. In 
March, there were produced in the United States and 
Canada 110,000 cars and trucks. In June, this pro- 
duction had jumped to 260,000. It is now in excess of 
200,000 cars a month. The automobile itself is in 
transformation. It is becoming faster, safer, sturdier, 
more economical. Its design disposes more and more 
to reduce resistance. Like the streamlined trains 
which have appeared upon the railroads of Germany, 
and now are to appear here, the automobile of the 
future will no more take form from the buggy than 
the railroad train took form from the stagecoach. 

The automobile has remade the world in which we 
live. It has lent mobility to life, a means of getting 
around undreamed of a quarter of a century ago. It 
has revealed this mundane sphere in a manner that 
has given humankind more pleasure than all other 
inventions combined. We can see more hills and 
vales, more counties and states, more terrestrial ter- 
rain in a day, than our fathers and mothers were able 
to see in a lifetime. We can travel upon beautiful 
highways from coast to coast in a hundredth part 
of the time consumed by that journey in the laborious 
oxcarts of the forty-niners. We will shortly be able 
to drive in a few days from St. Louis to Mexico City; 
to traverse in comfort and at high speed the plains 
where the bull-whackers of the Santa Fe trail pushed 
their tedious way west; to see in a fortnight all that 
Doniphan and his men saw in three years of fight- 
ing and marching; to fraternize with and to know a 
people whom most of us have known only in histories 
and books of travel. 

What are we doing to accommodate this miraculous 
development? This is something the Missouri High- 
way Commission must think about. All the super- 
highways of Missouri are too narrow. It is impos- 
sible to go out upon one of them without realizing 
how inadequate they are. Let us take the Ozark re- 
gion back of St. Louis. There is nothing lovelier on 
the face of the earth than this old and crumbling 
mountain range, mellowed by the patina of time. Yet 
to see it, one proceeds much of the time in peril 
of being bumped off the road by a truck load of hogs 
or a shipment of chickens. The automobile manu- 
facturer invites us to buy his product and see the 
country, and then sends out upon the highway those 
leviathans which carry his cars from one point to 
another in pyramided masses and make it unsafe for 
us to use the very artifact he would sell us. 

The State Highway Commission must rationalize 
this situation. It must widen the super-highways. 
Just as certainly as automobiles are going to increase, 
the highways must be wider and safer. If there is to 
be commercial traffic upon them, we must provide a 
place for that traffic without imperiling the pleasure 
car. More accidents upon the highways are due to 
invisibility occasioned by commercial traffic than 
to any other siffgle causé. The driver of an automo- 
bile, tediously laboring behind a goods train of the 
sort illustrated upon this page today, is too much 
concerned for his own safety to enjoy whatever pleas- 


torist trying to get around a truck carrying four 
catapulted automobiles, a common spectacle upon the 
highways of Missouri, might well wonder why the 
manufacturer should prejudice the sport from which 
he derives his bread and butter. In 15 years, we have 
killed more people upon our highways than lost their 
lives in all our country’s wars. 

All the super-highways running out of St. Louis 
are being widened, but the widened highway does 
not go very far. The highway is as narrow as it 
always has been a few miles out of town. It grows 
every day more dangerous, more inadequate, more 
unsuited to that onrush of traffic which increases 
Over night. The highways from St. Louis to Kansas 
City should be as wide as the St. Charles road from 
Wellston to Lindbergh road. So should the Gravois and 
the Lemay Ferry. The possibility of taking danger- 
ous pressure off the narrow highway is illustrated 
by what has happened on No. 66. The new 66 from St. 
Louis to Gray Summit, and the new 30 from St. 
Louis to St, Clair, have distributed over three high- 
ways the traffic which formerly crowded one. No 
more progressive program could be undertaken by the 
State than to widen and increase the highways, abate 
railroad grade crossings and segregate commercial 
from pleasure traffic. : 

We must keep the highways abreast of the devel- 
opment of automobile transport, make them safe 
and divest them of abuse. We have the money to do 
it. What an opportunity invites us! ' 
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THERE'LL BE NO DROUTH. 

Somehow, the impression has got around that, 
when the eighteenth amendment takes leave of the 
Constitution, and, unwept, unhonored, unsung and 
unattended, wanders forth into the wintry void to die 
—the impression prevails, as we said far back in the 
beginning, that the country is going to bump into a 
pretty trying predicament. In a word, there will be 
a serious shortage of aged and mellow whisky; not 
exactly a famine, but an irritating dearth. And at 
this critical junctufe, kind entrepreneurs appear with 
well-thought-out plans, in the form of warehouse re- 
ceipts, by which citizens of wealth and foresight may 
prepare against the day of John Barleycorn’s second 


But another, a different and a happier message has 
been delivered, and if it may be relied upon, as we 
believe it may, then the tbreatened drouth will not 
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shows 4,000,000 gallons of /bottied-in-bond solace, but 
that basic supply can be expanded, Dr. Doran informs 
us, into 40,000,000 gallons. Besides, there is juvenile 
cache (the 2-year-old stuff), which, médicated with 
wine, sweetened with cordials and fortified with al- 
cohol, can be transformed into réspite and nepentlie 
and the soothing miracle of venerable liquor. 

So, as the poet well said, “Be still, fond heart, and 
cease repining.” Prospectively, all’s well. 
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A MOMENTOUS CONFERENCE. 

Although off to a slow start, the movement to 
cause Missouri to participate in the Federal public 
works program is rapidly gaining momentum. In his 
special session recommendation, in addition to propos 
ing a State bond issue of $15,000,000, to be supple 
mented by Federal funds, Gov. Park suggested lezis- 
lation which will permit counties and municipalities 
to take advantage of the Federa] offer, regardless of 
constitutional debt limitations, namely, by the issu- 
ance of revenue bonds. 

On the heels of his legislative program, the Gover- 
nor has called a meeting at Jefferson City next Mon- 
day, to be attended by Mayors, city engineers and at- 
tornéys, and heads of civic organizations. Col. Hugh 
Miller, State engineer of the PWA, will attend to 
explain the purposes and modus operandi of the na- 
tional program. Out of this meeting is expected to 
come State-wide co-operation with the Government. 

According to estimates previously made, Missouri’s 
share of the $3,300,000,000 Federal fund should be 
between $60,000,000 and $80,000,000. In order to get 
this money, the State and ita political subdivisions 
will have to put up a sum, roughly, in the proportion 
of 70 to 30. It is an unrivaled opportunity for all Mis- 
souri counties in need of sewer systems, bridges, wa- 
ter and electric plants, schools and so on. 

We urge a large attendance at the Governor’s con- 
ference. Many of the questions now puzzling local 
governments about the public works program will 
be fully answered there. After all, there is nothing 
complicated about the Federal Government’s offer. 
It is designed primarily to put the people to work. 
To this end, it is stimulating the building of public 
works of all kinds and putting up 30 per cent of the 
cost of labor and materials on approved projects. 

A large part of the $3,300,000,000 fund has already 
been allotted. The deadline for applications at Wash- 
ington is Jan. 1, 1934, which means that applica- 
tions should be in Col. Miller’s St. Louis office by 
Dec. 1, to permit their examination by the State Ad- 
visory Board, preparatory to passing them on to head- 
quarters, In other words, Missouri communities have 
less than two months to make their wants known. 

If they fail to do so, and if Missouri does not get 
its due share of public works funds, the money will 
be allotted to other states, more alive to their oppor- 
tunities. In this case, for many years to come, Mis- 
souri will find itself paying, in income and other Fed- 
eral taxes, for improvements elsewhere. Moreover, 
Missouri will have to continue the dole to its unem- 
ployed, instead of affording idle men a chance at 
useful labor. 

Full participation in the Federal public works plan 
by Missouri communities will provide néeded im- 
provements at a 30 per cent discount, take up unem- 
ployment slack, reduce relief expenditures and go 
far toward pulling the State out of the depression. 
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WHERE DICTATORS ARE DICTATORS. 

We invite those who are charging that we néw 
have a dictatorship in the United States to compare 
conditions here with those in a country with a real 
dictatorship. We refer to Poland, whose all-pervad- 
ing Colossus is Marshal Pilsudski. At a meeting held 
to celebrate the Marshal's birthday recently, a retired 
Polish army officer committed the heinous offense of 
sneezing. He was promptly haled into court and fined. 

Even under a real dictatorship, however, justice is 
not entirely in abeyance. The army officer appealed to 
a higher court, presumably upon the plea that his 
sneeze was wholly involuntary and by it he meant no 
reflection upon the great man who rules Poland’s 
destinies. So, after mature and solemn deliberation, 
the Court of Appeals reversed the decision. 

A great victory for the sneezer, but, while heartily 
cheering for him, it is a consolation to know that in 
the United States a sneeze is still mérely a sneeze, 
and not subject to the police powers of the state. 
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NEW ZEALAND’S PLAN. 

The NRA codes embody this country’s attempt to 
resolve the damaging economic disparities between 
capital and labor. New Zealand has a different plan, 
a more direct means of profit-sharing, known ds the 
Companies Hmpowering Act, which has been the sub- 
ject of wide discussion. In force since 1924, atten- 
tion is drawn again to the plan by a sympathetic 
study sponsored by a committee of Rotary Interna- 
tional. Its basic idea is explained as follows: 


It requires the realization that capital itself 
is not entitled to all it can possibly get and never 
mind the worker, but rather that capital is en- 
titled to a certain defined and limited return, and 
that anything above and beyond belongs to those 
who direct the business and those who are em- 
ployed in it. 


The law empowers business concerns to issue spe- 
cial “labor shares” to their employes. These have no 
par value and are non-transferable, but may be re- 
deemed in common stock or cash if the employe leaves 
the company or dies. They carry voting and profit- 
sharing privileges, the latter in ratio to the employe’s 
service. This is described as “a true partnership be- 
tween capital and labor,” and is designed to stimulate 
the worker’s interest in his firm as well as to give 
him economic security. The plan has not been adopt- 
ed by all firms, but it is noteworthy that no company 
that went into the scheme has dropped out. 

Economists have shown great interest in this ex- 
periment in the Jand known as the world’s political 
laboratory.

The President’s Task—A Lesson From the NRA 


two things were expected of the Roowse- 

velt administration: that it revive busi- 
ness and at the same time reform it. I

As nearly as one can judge from the of- 
ficial explanations, it was the desire to in- 
crease purchasing power which caused the 
administration to concentrate so much en- 
ergy on the scheme and to be in such a 
tremendous hurry. Now if this idea was 
sound, if you could increase purchasing 
power sufficiently in this fashion to over- 
come the depression, the Blue Eagle cam- 
paign was worth every ounce of energy 
that could be put into it. For, in one fell 
swoop, it would not only cure the depres- 
sion but lay the foundetion of a new tndus- 
trial order. To an administration which 
is committed to the achievement of both of 
these objects, the prospect must have been 
inordinately alluring.

To fix the matter in our minds, we 
may say that there are about 30,000,000 
workers outside of agriculture. Of these, 
about one-third, or 10,000,000, were unem- 
ployed in May. At least two-thirds of these 
unemployed workers belong to industries 
which produce goods that are not sold in 
retail shops. They belong to the construc- 
tion, transportation and machine-making 
industries—to what are called the durable 
and capital goods industries.

These figures show that the main body 
of the industrial depression—in human 
terms, neafly 7,000,000 out. of the 10,000,000 
unemployed—does not lie in the industries 
which the NRA has stimulated by increases 
of payrolls. The deeply depressed indus- 
tries are those which depend directly, not 
upon the purchasing power of payrolls, but 
upon the purchasing power of invested sav- 
ings and bank credit. It is from the plac- 
ing of mortgages, the sale of bonds, the 
use of corporate reserves and the making 
of bank loans that the initial purchasing 
power has to come to put back to work 
approximately 7,000,000 out of the 10,000,000 
unemployed.

The British spokesman then 
turned to a comparison of the set- 
tlement given his country with that 
accorded other debtor allies at a 
later date. On the basis of the 1923 
funding agreement, he said, Great 
Britain would be repaying 99 per 
cent of all money advanced, while 
the French were let off with a 62 
per cent payment and the Italians 
with 34 per cent.

Sir Frederick proceeded to dis- 
cuss world economic conditions in 
their relation to the debts.

Asserting that the people will 
stand for breadlines and bare pave- 
ments for only so long, Johnson 
asked “What are we to do about 
i?” 

“If a dictator came tomorrow 
what more could he do than has 
been done?” he asked. 

“If some ruthless seeker after 
power aspired to grasp this sorry 
scheme of things, what could he 
do to feed the hungry mouths 
grown bitter and resentful after 
four years of patient suffering. 

“The answer is that he could do 
nothing. We will find our way out 
of this mess not by smashing down 
all that has been built up, but by 
applying intelligence and time and 
control to this complex machine of 
which we all are a part, and that 
“ exactly what NRA is intended to 

0.” 

On Interpreting Recovery Act. 
Discussing the recovery act, John- 
son said: 

“I must say some things that you 
may not relish, but we have a law 
to execute. We have to interpret 
it. The recovery administration 
would fail if we swerved one in- 
stant from impartial and honest in- 
terpretation of that law. In my 
own opinion, at a time of great 
crisis such as this, it is almost 
treasonable to depart from or ex- 
ceed the mandate of the Congress 
of the United States. I am a lawyer 
and I feel quite confident of my 
knowledge of this law because I 
helped to write it, but I have been 
an industrialist and lest I should, 
by unconscious prejudice or lack of 
view, swerve too much to the in- 
dustrialist side, I asked for Donald 
Richberg as general counsel. I 
wanted to maintain balance. Our 
whole organization is planned to 
maintain balance. An industrialigt 
and a labor leader sits in on every- 
thing we do. I have been much 
criticised by my industrial friends 
for asking Mr. Richberg’ to serve, 
but not by any man in industry or 
labor who has been in contact with 
him—a fairer and more resourceful 
or more able lawyer I do not know. 
Together we have tried to interpret 
this law for execution and when- 
ever there is too much doubt—there 
is always the Attorney-General, who 
certainly cannot be accused of bias 
on either side. 

“This law requires that labor 
shall be represented by men of its 
own choosing and that means just 
what it says. So far as I am con- 
cerned, I believe in a vertical or- 
ganization of labor in each industry 
on a national scale with represen- 
tation of government in each organ- 
ization to the full extent that we 
are putting goverrtment represen- 
tation in each organization of in- 
dustry. But my opinion does. not 
count. It is not our function either 
to organize or to disorganize either 
industry or labor. It is simply not 
true that the recovery act imposes 
on labor any particular form of or- 
ganization or any particular repre- 
sentation. It is labor’s right to se- 
lect its own organization and its 
own representation and if I said 
otherwise I would be recréant to 
my duty under the act. 

“On the other hand, this act pro- 
vides that in such selection labor 
shall be absolutely free from em- 
ployers’ domination in that choice.

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LAFAYETTE SOUTH SIDE 
BANK HAS NEW PLAN 


Half of Deposits Would Be 
Available in Cash, Rest in 
Stock, Certificates. 


The réorganization plan for Le- 
fayette South Side Bank & Trust 
Co., delivered today to its déposi- 
tors, contemplates formation of. a 
new bank which would make half 
of the Lafayette’s deposits immedi- 


| ately avaliable. 


For the other half depositors are 
asked to accept 8 per cent in pre- 
ferred stock of the new bank and 
42 per cént in partitipation certifi- 
cates to be secured by slow assets 
with a book value‘ of $11,800,000 
which are to be removed from the 
bank. 

This method of reorganization 
was described several weeks ago 
when it was proposed to the city, 
which has $2,000,000 on deposit at 
the Lafayette South Side Bank & 
Trust Co. It and the South Side 
National Bank, familiarly known as 


“the Busch banks,” have béen 
closed since the March banking 
holiday. 

The new bank would be known as 


Weae d |\the Manufacturers’ Bank & Trust 


Co. It would have a State charter, 
and capital and surplus of about 
$1,900,000. Its formation is made 
possible by a loan of $3,660,000 from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, which is to be secured by 
the slow assets and will not be a 
liability of the new bank. 

Stock to be issued to depositors 
would be preferred, with a par 
value of $20 and a dividend rate of 
4 per cent. It is estimated from 
40,000 to 62,000 of such shares would 
be issued. There would also be 
21,500 shares of common stock, with 
a par value of $20, which would be 
sold to present shareholders for 
$33.33, with the excess going into 
the bank’s surplus. 

Officers and directors of the pro- 
posed bank have not been selected, 
and when named will be subject to 
the approval of the Federal Reserve 
agent in St. Louis and the State 
Finance Commissioner. Joseph L. 
Rehme was président of the Lafay- 
ette and of the South Side National 
when they closed. August A. Busch 
was chairman of both banks. 

Rehme was a member of the re- 
organization committee with 
Adolphus Busch III, Walter L. 


Sap- | Freund, William J. Jones and A. E. 


Wright. The plan, the bank an- 
nounced, was indorsed last night by 
a committee of 1000 depositors of 
which A. F. Versen is chairman, 
and by the South Broadway Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. 

A reorganization plan is being 
prepared for the South Side Na- 
tional Bank, which has been owned 
by the Lafayette, but is to be sépa- 
rated from it when reopened. The 
city has been informed its $500,000 
deposit in South Side National will 
be paid in full. The Lafayette had 
deposits of about $19,000,000 and 
South Side National had deposits 
of about $6,000,000 in the last state- 
ments published before they closed.

Public Kept Informed. 

“We have tried to demonstrate 
modern public health methods in 
handling this epidemic while con- 
flicting opinions arose. The Health 
Division did not want to impress 
anyone with the idea that it was 
doing more than was possible to do. 
The public was informed daily as 
to the actual facts in the epidemic, 
and the reasons why certain pre- 
cautions were taken and why many 
other procedures were not advo- 
cated, 

“That the measures of early diag- 
nosis, hospitalization and isolation 
were efficient can ~- measured only 
by the fact that 95 per cent of the 
reported cases were hospitalized. 
How successful this was in check- 
ing the disease is a matter of spec- 
ulation. There is no actual method 
that we can apply in determining 
the efficiency of such measures.

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SHOT IN LABOR ROW 


LABOR LEADER 
SHOT IN UNION 
JURISDICTION RO 


Boiler Makers’ Business 
Agent in East St. Louis 
Wounds Structural Steel 
Workers’ President. 


A jurisdictional dispute between 
the structural steelworkers’ and 
boilermakers’ unions of East St. 
Louis led to the shooting last night 
of Frank McCarthy, president of 
the Structural Steel and Iron 
Workers’ Union, by Leo Quick, 
business agent of the Boilermak- 
ers’ Union, 

“IT take full responsibility for the 
shooting,” Quick said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today at Belle- 
ville jail, where he surrendered last 
night as McCarthy, shot through 
the abdomen and in critical condi- 
tion, was being treated at St. 
Mary’s Hospital. | 

Fight at Union Hall. 

The fight in which McCarthy was 
shot occurred in front of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union head- 
quarters at Fifth street and Mis- 
souri avenue, after a meeting of the 
central ‘body at which delegates 
had failed to arrive at a solution of 
the difficulties between the two lo- 
cals. 

“The dispute was over the fabri- 
cation of tanks at the Central Brew- 
ery at Eighteenth street and Broad- 
way,’ John Keele, delegate from 
the steelworkers’ organization, told 
the police. 

“We steelworkers contend that 
the boilermakers are doing work on 
the tanks which should go to our 
‘union. We had a pretty hot argu- 
ment at the meeting of the Central 
Trades, but got to no decision. I 
left the hall with McCarthy about 
9 o'clock, as the meeting broke wp. 

20 Shots Fired. 

“As we got to the sidewalk Quick 
called McCarthy to one side and 
resumed the argument. There were 
about 20 boilermakers standing at 
the curb, and there were four steel- 
workers. 

“All of a sudden Quick drew his 
revolver. McCarthy started to run 
away. He had just got between two 
cars when Quick fired and’ Mc- 
Carthy fell. Some of the other men 
at the curb began to fire.- I guess 
about 20 shots were fired; but no 
one else was hit.” 

Quick, a special deputy sheriff 
and member of the St. Clair County 
Board of Supervisors, had a dif- 
ferent version when he discussed 
the shooting today. 

Says McCarthy Fired. 

“McCarthy has been after me,” 
he said. “Yesterday afternoon he 
pulled a gun on me in a saloon 
and some of the men in the place 
took it away from him. Lasf night 
I was standing in front of the hall 
when he rushed up to me with a 
pistol in his hand. 

“T backed away like I was scared 
and with that he started firing. I 
drew my revolver and fired once 
at him. He fell and I got in my 
car and came to Belleville to sur- 
render.” 

Gabriel Gulart, member of the 
Boilermakers’ Union, also went to 
Belleville jail last night and was 
held when he volunteered the in- 
foration that he had seen the 
shooting. Quick declared that Gul- 
art had had nothing to do with the 
affray, however. 

McCarthy, 35 years old, resides, 
at 3282A State street with his wife. 
He has been president of the union 
for about three years. 

Quick,: also 35, is the successor 
to Oliver A. Moore, who was slain 
by a machine-gunner in front of 
the Central Trades and Labor Union 
Hall on Aug. 10, 1932. Moore at 
the time was leading the boiler- 
makers in a labor dispute arising 
from construction of the Phillips 
Petroleum Co. plant south of Hast 
St. Louis. 

Forty-five minutes before he was 
killed he had told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he ad been threat- 
ened Shelton gangsters and had

29 STATES DRY UNDER LOCAL 


LAWS; MANY PLAN REPEAL 


In Some Commonwealths Old Statutes Will 


Become Effective When 18th Amend- 
ment Is Abrogated. 


By the Associated Press. | 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Three out 
of every four persons casting bal- 
lots on the question this year have 
favored repeal of the prohibition, 
amendment, but a majority 
states under today’s conditions 
would be dry if repeal were effect~ 
ed. 


Citizens of only 19 states would 
be able to take a legal drink of 
hard liquor, under widely varying 
sets of laws. Conditions would vary 
from revived liquor statutes to 
newly planned state control laws 
and fromm saloons permitted by lo- 
cal option to drug stores licensed 
by the State. 

There are 29 states in which eith- 
er constitutional or statutory pro- 
hibition would prevent a return to 
the general pre-prohibition status. 
But with 32 of the necessary 36 
states approving repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, many states are 
drafting liquor control measures 
ranging from local option to state- 
wide regulation. 

In some states there are neither 
prohibition statutes nor new liquor 
control laws, and if national prohi- 
bition is repealed these states will 
revert to old regulations. 

A few states, often after urging 
by repealists, have set up a system 
of liquor control. 

Following is a summary of con- 
ditions in each state: 

ALABAMA—Efforts to repeal the 
State prohibition law were defeat- 
ed before Alabama voted three to 
two for national repeal. 

ARIZONA—The State prohibition 
law has been repealed, and the Leg- 
islature has enacted a control stat- 
ute. The law bars saloons. 

ARKANSAS—Voted for national 
repeal, but is bone dry under its 
own laws. 

CALIFORNIA—A _ State liquor 
control act would become effective 
on national repeal. An act now in 
effect regulates beer with some 
provisions applicable to hard liquor. 
Many old control laws remain. 

COLORADO—AIll laws relating to 
liquor regulation and control re- 
pealed last year. Legislature ad- 
journed recently after deciding to 
bar consumption on the premises 
of any liquor that might be sold 
in event of repeal. A commission 
is working for control suggestions. 

CONNECTICUT—The State has 
a law looking both to present beer 
control and possible future hard 
liquor control. 

DELAWARE —Similar law in this 
State, with enforcement and regu- 
lation vested in a one-man com- 
mission. Saloons are barred, hours 
limited, manner of sale outlined. 

FLORIDA—Four of the State’s 
67 counties would be wet if State 
and national prohibition should be 
repealed, although persons in all 
counties could obtain liquor legal- 
ly.

Vorrtrekkers Commemoratives. 


The first of an annual series of 
semi-postals issued by the Union 
of South Africa, to commemorate 
the deeds of the Vorrtrekkers, have 
just recently béen issued. The pro- 
ceeds will be used to build a mon- 
ument to commemorate their deeds. 
There are three values, but because 
they must be issued in Dutch and 
English inscriptions, we have six 
varieties, printed as usual] in alter- 
nate languages, making possible 
pairs containing both stamps. The 
color, designs and denominations 
are as follows: Upon the 1d plus 
%d, red and black is pictured a 
group of early settlers struggling 
over a rocky incline. A single fig- 
ure is shown upon the 2d plus 1d, 
ee and green, and upon the 

plus 14%d, blue and drab-green, 
is shown one of the Vorrtrekker 
pioneer women. 


Roumanian Commemoratives. 

The set of thrée values which 
were issued to commemorate the 
fiftieth anniversary of the town of 
Sinaia have just been released. 
This town is the summer residence 
of the royal family. A description 
of the stamps follow: the 1 leu dull 
purple bears the portraits of King 
Charles I and Queen Elizabeth in 

“the center. On each side are panels, 

the one on the left containing the 
date “1883” and the one on the 
right the date “1933.” The royal 
coat-of-arms is in the upper cor- 
ners, and between is the inscrip- 
tion “Castelul Peles.” The 3 lei con- 
sists of a médallion bearing the 
profiles of Kings Charles I, Ferdi- 
nand and Charles II, who have 
ruled as a family since 1883. In 
the background is shown the tow- 
ers of the town over which the 
shadowy form of an eagle with 
spread wings is seen. The 6 lei value 
has a view of Peles Castle which 
was constructed in 1883. 

Not content with controlling ev- 
erything else in Germany the Nazis 
have also taken command of stamp 
collecting. A majority of the offi- 
cers and directors of every stamp 
firm or associations must be mem- 
bers of the Nazi party. All dealers 
are also required to join a new 
national federation paying three 
marks a month in dues, plus two 
marks for each person employed 
in the business. The money, it is 
stated, will be used for philatelic 
propaganda. It is said that 200,000 
albums have already been distri- 
buted to encourage the children to 
take up stamp collecting.

He was a most tireless writer 
and could transcribe with such rapidity that he was dubbed “Chalkenteros” (The Man of Brass Bowels), 
an allusion to his endurance as a scribe. Seneca credits him with the authorship of 400Q books, but as 
volumes in those days were pamphlets of two or three pages, it is safe to reduce the number of books 
written by Didymus to 400, to conform with our modern idea.

Relieving Minor Injuries 
NE of the minor but cruelly 


painful accident which one may 
suffer is a blow on the tip of a 


‘| finger, causing the formation of a 


blood clot under the nail. 

The bed of the finger nail is ex- 
tremely sensitive. The pain of the 
injury arises out of the fact that 

develops between the 
finger and its bed. The pain is 
due to the pressure of the blood, as 
well as to the blow on the nail. 

In this type of injury, relief may 
be gained by drilling a small hole 
through the finger nail and liberat- 
ing the accumulated blood. It is a 
very simple operation that avoids 
needless suffering. 

The nail may be drilled 
painlessly with the point of the 
blade of a pocket knife. Compafa- 


lief will be gained almost instan- 
taneously. 


While the operation is simple, 
there are a few important precau- 
tions to observe. 

The knife should be sterilized by 
heating and the nail should be 
painted with tincture of iodine both 
before and after the drilling. A 
bandage should be placéd over the 
punctured nail. 

An equally annoying minor acci- 
dent is running a splinter into one's 
skin. We call a splinter a minor 
accident because it does not do 
much damage. However, one must 
always bear in mind the fact that 
the splinter may carry infection 
and may indeed be a serious thréat 
to life. 

In removing a splinter, it should 
be attacked from the rear. If one 
digs for it at the point of its en- 
trance, the tendency is to drive it 
deeper, whereas if one attacks the 
splinter from the rear, one can

Confidential Talks With 


Mothers and Fathers.

What Shall They Read? 


P to the age of 14 the average 
child’s reading can be plotted 
out nearly as exactly as his 
physical diet, or his school grading. 
Of course, individual variations 
occur, but as a general thing one 
child goes through almost the same 
phases of development as the hu- 
mar race. 


For the very little child, up to 4 
or 5, animal stories are in order; 
and preferably those in which the 
animals talk and act like human 
beings. These are followed by fairy 
tales which lead almost impercep- 
tibly into mythology. Some children 
skip the fairy lore and enter the 
myth stage at once, but if possible, 
a certain amount of the fairy inter- 
est should be slipped in, simply to 
develop the imagination. 


By the age of 10 or 11, sometimes 
earlier, often later, comes the hero- 
worship stage, when the great men 
and women of the past come alive 
and arouse admiration and stimu- 
late ambition. 


It is at this point that the break 
between the chosen reading of the 
sexes first becomes apparent. The 
girls will read the hero stories, but 
will start at the same period to be- 
gin what are commonly known as 
“girls’ books”’—for example, Louisa 
Alcott, or Charlotte Yonge. While 
the boys will sometimes read these 
also, it is not usual, and as a gen- 
eral thing they will interlard their 
hero tales with adventure stories, 


The next stage shows marked 
variation in taste between boys and 
girls. During adolescence. the aver- 
age girl will take to poetry and 
somewhat sentimental novels. The 
boys are especially addicted to tales 
of romantic adventure or to scien- 
tific and technical subjects. 


Henceforth the child’s reading 
will follow the lines of his personal 
predilections, colored and enriched,
